Throughout 
the volume the signature of a priest is otily once attached, viz., that of 
the Rev. Charles Hanne, on 12 March I74p ; but from 17 j8, 
the date of the commencement of the second volume, and, singularly 
enough, the very year of the passing of the first Catholic Relief Act, 
the name of the officiating priest is nearly always given."
